Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1933. 

The  Report  is  an  ordinary  Report,  and  therefore  mainly 
statistical.  The  next  Survey  Report  will  be  that  for  the  Year  1935. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  is  14-6  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  is  the  lowest  recorded. 

The  Death  Rate  is  13‘1  and  compares  unfavourably  with  the  rate 
of  9'7  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  83'1  per  1,000  births  registered, 
which  compares  unfavourably  with  a  rate  of  42-6  for  the  previous  year. 
This  increase  is  accounted  for  by  a  greater  number  of  deaths  in  the 
age  group  1 — 4  weeks,  and  a  large  number  of  deaths  due  to  Pneumonia. 

The  activities  of  the  Health  Department  have  been  chiefly  centred 
during  the  year  on  the  subject  of  Housing,  and  the  preparation  of  the 
necessary  Returns  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for 
their  support  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  due  also  to  the  Staff  of 
the  Department  for  their  active  co-operation.

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The  remaining  Parishes  are  supplied  from  shallow  wells. 

During  the  year  complaint  as  to  the  shortage  of  water  was  only 
received  from  one  Parish,  viz.,  Towton.  It  is  probable  though  that 
some  degree  of  water  shortage  existed  on  isolated  premises. 

A  detailed  investigation  into  the  Water  Supply  has  recently  been 
made  in  the  undermentioned  Parishes  : — 

Ledston. — This  village  is  supplied  by  springs  and  wells,  the  water 
from  some  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  ;  many  of  the  cottagers  are 
compelled  to  fetch  water  from  an  unreasonable  distance.  A  scheme 
has  been  considered  for  taking  water  from  a  spring,  the  erection  of  a 
reservoir,  and  laying  the  necessary  mains.  A  detached  portion  of  the 
Parish  (66  houses)  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  Leeds  City. 

Newton  Kyme. — This  village  is  supplied  from  wells — three  of 
which,  including  the  Public  Pump — have  been  proved  to  be  polluted. 
The  Public  Pump  has  been  closed,  and  this  has  caused  several  houses 
to  be  without  any  reasonable  water  supply.  The  installation  of  a 
piped  supply  would  entail  a  very  serious  charge  on  the  parish,  and  the 
property  owners  are  considering  whether  they  themselves  will  put  down 
two  or  three  deep  bore  wells.  The  matter  is  receiving  the  attention  of 
the  Council. 

Ulleskelf. — A  year  ago  a  series  of  samples  from  the  private 
wells  in  the  village  was  examined  bacteriologically,  and  of  13  samples 
examined,  eleven  proved  definitely  polluted. 

A  Table  is  provided  at  the  end  of  this  Section  which  shows  the 
number  of  houses  connected  to  the  water  mains,  also  the  number  of 
houses  in  each  parish. 

Eighty  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  a 
piped  supply  of  water.

The  following  extract  is  taken  from  a  Report  submitted  to  the  Council 
in  April,  1932  : — 

“  Drainage. — 22  houses  have  sinks  and  outside  gullies,  1  house 
has  no  sink  but  outside  gulley,  and  12  houses  have  no  drainage.  The 
disposal  of  waste  water  is  very  unsatisfactory.  There  are  no  sewers  in 
the  village,  and  all  the  drains  discharge  either  into  cesspools  or  into 
sumps  in  the  fields  or  gardens,  and  in  all  cases  the  point  of  discharge 
is  too  near  the  houses  and  must  be  offensive  in  warm  weather.” 

The  question  of  providing  this  village  with  an  adequate  sewerage 
scheme  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  Council.
